Nay, after the Captain, who was a French- 
maa, had ftruck his Colours, the two Lieu- 
tenants, who were Dutchmen, hoifted them, 
and contioued the Fight till we obliged them 
to firike.

Priges.fince the Beginning of the War, The 
119 Men we took, are a Set of rugged, a- 
hie-bodied, defperate Fellows.

- Whiteball, June 19, Captain Wimbleton, 
: Commander of hie Majefiy’s Sloop the 
d Cruzer, arrived here Yefterday in the E- 
vening, from Portfmouth, having been gif- 
patched from the Harbour of Cartagena the 
26th of April, with Letters for his Grace the 
Duke of Newcaftle his Majefty’s Principal 
Secretary of State, from Vice- Admiral Ver- 
mn, and from Brigadier General Wentworth, 
iving the following Account. ~ 

On the 1ft of April in the Evening, the 
Sailors, by the Admiral’s Direétion, made a 





Night paffed round the Shoal to the Eaftera 
Part of the Harbour, The Cruizer got in at 
the other Channel the 4th in the Evening ; 
and the Admiral pofted them fo round the 
Eaftern Parts of the Harbour, that their Fire 
fcoured the Country all round, and drove 
about am Hundred of the Enemy from a 
Breaft-work at the upper End of the Har- 
bour 5 and the Weymeuth’s Guns fcoured the 
Conntry between that and St. Lazar, by 
which Means we procured a fecure Defcent 
to the Land Forces, who began to land oa 
the sth by Break of Day. 

General Wentworth with about rs00 Men, 
advanced thro’ a long narrow Defile, where 
he had fome few Men hurt by fingle Shot 
from the Paths and Openings into the Wood. 
Ia coming out of the Defilé, the Enemy 
{about 600) were perceived to be advan- 
tageoufly pofted to difpute the Patlage: But 
the General immediately advanced upon 
them, received their Fire without much 
Lofs, and forced them to retire with Precipi- 
tation, and without Delay pofiefied himfclf 
of a convenient Piece of Ground for forming 
the Camp, afmall Mile from the Caftle of 
St. Lazar, That Evening and the Day fol- 
lowind (the 6th) the Remainder of the eight 
Regiments, and of Bland’s and Lord Fames 
Cavendifh’s, and two Battallions of the 4me- 
ricans came on Shore, making in the Whole 
about 4000 Men; but they were obliged to 
lie three Nights upon their Arms for the 
Want of Tents and Tools, which could aor 
be landed with them. The Troops growing 
fickly, and the rainy Seafon approaching, 
which would not admit of the Time neceflary 
for raiGing a Cannon Battery, it was refolved, 
in a Council of War, to attack St, Lazar as 
foon as might be, the Enemy being daily 
throwing up new Works; which Attack 
could not be made before the oth; when, 
about 1200 Men under the Command of 
Bi igadier-General Guife advanced to the Fort 
a little before Break of Day. ‘They began 
the Attack in two Places, the Grenadiers 
who were the moft advanced, immediately 
entred the Enemy's Works; but the moft 
forward of them were almoft al] killed ; and 
frefh Numbere pouring upon them from the 
Town, and the Enemy playing very brifk'y 
upon them with Grape Shot, the General 
was obliged to order a Retreat, to cover 
which, he direéted a Referve of 500 Men to 
advance ; by which Means they retired with- 
out any farther Lofs, and carried off great 
Part of the wounded Men. In this Attack 
upwards of 600 Men (Officers included) were 
killed or wounded, At the fame Time, 
Sicknefs fell fo heavily upon the Troops, that 
near 500 Men fickned or died by the 15th; 
amongft the former were almoft all the prin- 
cipal Officers: Upon which the General called 


a Council of War, to whom it appeared, a 
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the Troops were fo far from being in a Con- 
dition to offend the Enemy, that they had 
fcaree'y Duty-men fofficient for the ordinary 
Guards of the Camp, and many of them in 
a very lange‘fhing Condition: Befides which, 
they were threatened with the Want of Wa- 
ter, all the Cefterns from which the Camp 
had been fupplied, being near exhaufted; in 
Confequence of which, it was refolved in a 
General Council of War, compofed of Sea 
and Land-Officers, to re-imbark the Troops, 
which was done the 16th in the Evening, 
without any Lofs, 

The Spanifh Admiral-Ship the Galicia was 
got up to Ca/tillo Grande on the 8th, and the 
Admiral fent 60 Carpenters on board her, to 
fit her for a Battery againft the Town. On 
the 15th at Night fhe was compleated and 
pofted as near the Walls of the Town as 
poflible, Anchors having been drop’d for that 
Purpofe in as Shoal-water as the Boats cou'd 
float thems but the Shoalings from the 
‘Town ran too far off, for any effectual Ser- 
viee. She kept firing upon the Town from 
Five in the Morning till near Twelve at 
Noon, and ftood the Fire of three Baftions, 
a Half Moon, and a Ravelin, during that 
whole Time; but as the Admiral faw the 
could do no material Service againft Stone 
Walle at that Diftance, he fent Orders to 
Capt. Hore (who commanded her) to cut and 
drive before the Sea Breeze, Broadfide to the 
Enemy, as foon as the Breeze was ftrong 
enough, which was not til) near Twelve, 
when they kept driving Broadfide, and con- 
tinued their Fire tillsthey drove afhore on the 
Shos}, where the foon fill’d with Water, 
having 22 Shot between Wind and Water, 
and would foon have founder’d at her Anchors 
if the Admiral had not order’d her off. Our 
Shells from the Bomb-Ketches damag’d many 
of the Houfes, and fome of the Churcher, 
The Houles were alfo pretty much fhatter’d 
by the Cannonading from the Galicia, tho’ 
the was ‘not near encugh to batter the Wails, 
and therefore thot over them into the Town, 

The Sea-Officers and Sailors have been 
employed in getting out the Mafts from fome 
of the funk Spamj> Ships, in ‘whieh they 
tucceeded fo as to have fupplied with good low 
Mafts, all thofe Ships that had them fhat- 
ter’d and rendered unferviceable in the Can- 
nonading of Boccachica Caftle ; and they-got 
Archors ard fome Cables out of tho 
Wrecks, to repair the Lofs of many in the 
Road where we had lain without the Har- 
bour 5 fo that by thele feafonable Helps, the 
Fleet will have been pretty well repaired, and 
the Ships in good fecure Condition 
ing to Sea again.
